WEST PALM BEACH—A plan 
to accelerate the 
congervation and flood control pro- 
gram has been adopted by the Cen- 
tral and Southern Florida Flood 
Control District. Board members 
agreed to acquire titles to neces- 
sary lands for rights-of-way as 
quickly as: possible when needed. 

W. Turner Wallis, FCD secre- 
tary, said revenue of possibly $1,- 
000,000 from the 1949 and 1950 
estate tax rolls “could be used to 
finance obtaining these rights-of- 
way.” He said early.reports from 
some of the 17 counties in the dis- 
trict assured the FCD of at least 
$342,222 from the three-tenths of a 
miki 1949 levy, “with some countie3 
¡[not yet reporting.” He added that 
the FCD could assess a full mill in 
1950 thus “you can see in excess 
of $1,000,000 for rights-of-way.”

TALLAHASSEE—An estimated 
100,000 tax collectors went to work 
for the state of Florida this week, 
helping Comptroller C. M. Gay 
collect the new.limited 3 per cent 
‘sales tax. Deadline for them to 
start sending in their first collec- 
tions is December 20. In the mean- 
time, the merchants, food dealers 
and lodging house operators must 
qualify as dealers, with the’ com- 
troller, and otherwise conform to 
the law. Sixteen ‘branch offices 
have been scattered over’the state 
by the comptroller to assist ‘and 
advise with the people on how and 
where to pay their sales tax. No 
tokens are involved. No stamps 
are given for the tax. Many of the 
details have not yet been reduced 
to regulation. The comptroller’s 
office has ‘emphasized that they 
will not “bear down” on the People, 
instead will procede on the as- 
sumption that the people generally 
will obey the law, but need help in 
finding out what it means.
